Council Refers Request for 
Payment to Woman Who 
Lost Husband on Wire 


Notwithstanding a very strong effort on 
the part of Aldermen East and May to allow 
compensation to Mrs, O'Neill, the widow cf 
the lineman recently electrocuted on a city 
wire, the council by a majority referred to 
the commissfoners a letter from Solicitor 
Jos, A. Clarke recommending that tn ac- 
cordance with the act 81,800 should be 
pald over to the widow. 

AN amendment was moved by Alderman 
May and seconded by Alderman East to the 
effect that the city allow the payment of 
this $1,800 and that {t be taken out of the 
surplus fund of the electric IMght depart- 
ment. Only the mover and seconder voted 
in favor of the amendment, all the other 
aldermen present voted against it and In 
favor of the motion. 

Alderman Livingstone did not think the 
council had the right to grant this amount, 
and certainly not out of the electric Ilght 
department surplus. 

Alderman May called the attention of 
Alderman Livingstone to the fact that Inst 
year he was one of those favoring the pay- 
ment of the Elizabeth street extenston out 
of this same fund. 

“[ was not an alderman then,” said Alder- 
man Livingstone, :

The extension of the street ratlway 
tracks around a pond on Sixth avenue 
south was reported on by the com- 
missioners. This report evidently did 
not suit a majorily of the council and 
the matter was referred to the public 
works committee for a report. Ald- 
erman Calder poked fun at the sus- 
gestion by the commissioners that as 
an alternative to laying the tracks 
around the pond it might be possible 
to drive piles in winter and run a tres~ 
tle across the pond. This work is 
estimated to cost 84,000. 


The council’ decided not to grant 
permission to Messrs. Carruthers & 
Helmer to install a dredging outfit at 
the foot of Cliff street. The commis- 
sioners could see no place where this 
dredge could be worked at this point, 
and they also objected to the river 
being dredged at that particular loca- 


tion. Their objections were well taken 
by. the council and the application 
filed, 


approved of a road 
Fifth street 
bridge to the golf links, and asked 
the commissioners to bring in a fulter 
report on this location. The road 
would be vonstructed west from the 
bridge along the river front, keeping 
south of the ©, Y. & P. railway tracks 
to a point near the high level bridge, 
thence southwest down into the flats 
and along the toe of the hill to the 
park boundaries. This location was 
selected out of a possible three recom- 
mended by the city engineer as it will 
connect up the golf links park with 
Tipton park on the south side by means 
of the Fifth street low level bridge.

there avas a surplus of $55,000,000. 
Mr. Douglas stated that he was a 
strong advocate of free trade, and, 
while he considered that circumstances 
might make it necessary to continue a 
certain measure of protection, he con- 
sidered that the thne had come when 
tariffs should be Imposed for revenue 
only. 

That the liberals of the west were 
not even excited about the naval ques- 
tion was stated by the Hon. Mr, 
Stewart. ‘Western liberals,"’ said Mr. 
Stewart, “would do thelr duty, when 
the time came, but, in the meantime, 
they could seo no reason for gelling ex- 
cited about the matter.” 

Adyerting to reciprocity, Mr. Stewart 
stated that he did not consider that 
the Laurler proposals for the lowering 
of the tariff barriers had been suf- 
ficiently drastic.

The conditions which first 
called Athabasca into being are all present today, 
and the day of the realization of Athabasca’s dream 
of greatness is closer. Almost every city of con- 
sequence—with the exception of Edmonton—has 
had its fire and many of them haye been completely 
wiped out before they struck their stride.

Backed by his ‘power to act” ring in the city 
council, Mayor Short has unceremoniously and 
without a scintila of evidence, other than his own 
say so, summarily ‘fired’? the most capable and 
most fearless official in the city’s service, Auditor 
Richardson. 

The excuse for the auditor’s dismissal is so 
fame that it would require great credulity to believe 
that it is the real reason. Taking advantage of the 
fact that a shoriage, which probably amounts to 
five hundred dollars, has been found in the cash of 
the telephone department, the mayor alleges that 
the auditor is not a safe man with whom to trust 
the auditing of the city’s books. When it is taken

THE FARMER COMMENCING 
TO COME INTO HIS OWN. 


Crop reports from every responsible authority 
continue to predict a bumper crop for the western 
half of the prairies with a fair average crop in the 
older districts along the eastern edge. Cutting will 
be earlier in most districts than for years and the 
danger from frost is practically nil. Figures to 
show the aggregate value of the crop have been 
compiled by several ambitious statisticians, but all 
these must be taken as more or less problematical. 
Nevertheless, the value to the country of this year’s 
crop will reach tremendous proportions. Quite 
possible the aggregate will reach three hundred mil- 
lion dollars for grain alone, with another hundred 
million or so for animal products. 

One of the features which the business men on 
their trip through the country have remarked upon 
is the fact that the cash system of business is now 
more generally in vogue in the country | districts 
than ever before.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


TRANSFIGURATION FESTIVAL 
TO BE CELEBRATED TODAY 


Throughout the Christian world 
there will be observances. today of the 
festival of the Transfiguration, one of 
the 12 great feasts which come next 
after Baster in dignity. It was insti- 
tuted by Pope Callxtus III, in the 
fifteenth century, and commemorates 
the visit of Jesus to “an high moun- 
tain apart,’ where Saints Peter, John 
and James witnessed the Transfigum- 
fon, when ' His face was altered and 
shone as ‘the sun, and “His garments 
became as white ag snow." 

Nowhere Is the , Transfiguration 
more fittingly observed than on Mount 
Hermon and Mount ‘Tabor, where a 
few of the faithful gather annually in 
the hope of secing thelr Lord, and 
often go awey firm dn the bellef that 
such a vision has bean vouchsafed to 
them. Tradition abltributes to both 
Hermon and Tabor, {In Syria, the glory 
of having been the mountain chosen 
by Jesus for his Transfiguration, and 
eastern Christians still squabble over | 


this point. Western — scholarship 
favors Mount Hermon, the modern 
Jebel esh Sheikh, since Caesarea 


Philipp, to which Jesus and His dis- 
ciples descended, Is at Its base, while 
Tabor {8 50 miles away. 

The modern tourst, going down to 
Damascus on the railroad from Beirut, 
may see from the car window  Her- 
mon's snow clad halghts. Few west- 
ern Christians dare the Syrian summer 
to visit the mountain on the festival 
of the Transfiguration, although the 
trip can now be made largely by rail, 
and without a tenth part of the hard- 
ships that fell to Mark Twain and his 
fellow ‘Innocents Abroad” during 
{heir summer Journey overland through 
Palestine. It was on that hazardous 
trip that one of the party became Ill, 
and his comrades voted to leave him 
to the tender mercies of the Moslems 
of a Syrian village—all but Mark 
Twain, the profane pagan who was 
“ d——d if hea would do it," and 
stayed with the siok man until he was 
well enough to travel.

The local piano mover 
who is inclined to complain of his hard 
lot should be thankful that he was not 
born in Bolivia. Bolivia became In- | 
dependent on August 6, 1825, and the 
country was named In honor of Simon 
Bolivar, the liberator, while the capi- 
fal, Sucre, was given the name of his 
principal lieutenant. The province of 
Antofogasta, bordering on the Pacific | 
and rich in nitrates, was lost to 
Bolivia In 1884, as a result of the un- 
fortunate war with Chile.

Hammers Now Are Heard

Athabasca Landing, Aug. 6.—With 
the very heart burned out of their 
town, these men at the gateway to the 
north are in no wise cast down. With 
magnificent optimism already they are 
planning a greater Athabasca, not 
dreaming {t, mind you, but actually 
beginning today the foundations for 
the new Athabasca, 

Within ten hours of the sounding of 
the first alarm, about a dozen mer- 
chants and the hotelmen had turned 
their faces towards Edmonton, — the 
base of supplies. 

The fire ig practically under control 
but here and there thin tongues’ of 
flames spring oul waspishly and mass- 
es of debris are still smouldering sul- 
lenly, making {t absoiutely necessary 
for the watchman to keep a vigilant 
eye on things. 

It would not require an extraordin- 
arily strong wind to fan the mass into 
flame again. A heavy croud of smoke 
hangs menacingly above the burned 
town, 

Speolal constables have been sworn’ 
in, but their services have not been 
required, although. the streets are 
cluttered with goods rescued from the 
burning buildings. Watchmen ‘have 
been appointed and each given a spe- 
clal beat. 

Last night every previously unoccu- 
pied bullding was filled with those who 
had lost all in the flro. Proprietors of 
the two hotels, the Athabasca and ‘the 
Grand Union, have started ithe bulld- 
ing of temporary quarters, Already 
the fine, strong, oheerful ring of ham- 
mers {8 heard béating out a chorus 
of determined. optimism that would 
make the famous anvil chorus a mere 
thread of sound, 


Orders New Stock 


Harvey Cull, druggist, whose entire 
stock was destroyed Just waited long 
enough to make gure that nothing 
could be saved, and tnen rushed — to 
order an entire new stock.

Trip Two Years Ago, ae 


Mount Robson, Aug. 6—On the same 
day that Konrad Kain, with hfs party of 
Canadian Alpine club olimbers, were 
returning victorlous from the ascent of 
Robson peak, W. Shuaffolberger was 
leading a party of three up the White 
Horn, 14,104 feet, the highest peak in 
the White Horn range, The party in- 
cluded G, B, Sissons, Toronto, B, Weat- 
moreland, Victoria, and B, 4. Darling, 
Vancouver, and the climbers mada the 
round trip bivouac to blvouac in 16 
and one-half hours, i 

The only previous ascent was made 
by Konrad Kain, the guide who piloted 
the “party to the conquering of Mount 
Robson, and who reached.the summit 
of White Horn alone In 4914. The 
Victors found the cairn built by Ka!n 
on the topmost helght and within a 
record, enolosed In a match box, which 
read, “Konrad Kain, guide, Vienna, 
a, climbed {n storm, August 

The party brought this record back 
to camp. 

The party left Robson Pass on the 
evening of last Thursday, Sleeping In 
a camp near Emperor Falls and starting 
at 6 o’clock the following morning, they 
mounted a steep outlying shoulder and 
reached the glacier at an altitude of| 
6,000 feet In an hour, Then they 
travelled on log and snow under falling 
stones to a spot 8,900 feet high, where 
they ‘had lunch at 11 o'clock. 

At this point the travellers had a 
good view of a large flowing glacier 
with three medial moraines. on the 
Western side of the mountain, Owing 
le'the {mpassible cliffs of a huttress 
between thom and the summit they 
dropped 800 feet down cutting steps 
for the first 50 feet, when they reach- 
ed snow and descended to the foot of 
the buttress which they skirted west- 
ward and worked thelr way along a 
slacler among crevasses over 200 foet 
wide and 60 feet deep, 


Summit Is Reached. 


The party then went steadily upward 
until they reached a rock at 9,000 foet 
about 4 o'clock, thence the route was 
straight upon loose rock, ice and snow, 
Involving one well defned chimney of 
rotten rock., Above the chimney was 
{0 smooth velvet feet of exposea had 
rock overhanging a long sleep slope of 
green ice. This 10 feet was the worst 
of the olimb as the drop was 3,000 
feet sheer, Happily, once this was 
passed, there was but 50 feet of easy 
going to reach the top, which was ac- 
complished by 4:30 p.m, 

The ancient ceremony of solemnly 
shaking hands was forgotten in the ex- 
haustion of the climb, and the’ party 
drank cold tea, and after taking some 
photographs they started down by the 
route by which they had ascended, 

Before the descent, however, a varn 
was built. The mound erected by 
Konrad Kain, two years azo Was ex- 
amined, and in It found the record of 
his achievement which was talen back 
to camp.’ The cairn of the 1913 vie- 
tora was built 80. feel below. The 
summit was of pure snow, The descent 
was accomplished without mishap. A 
bivouae was made at the timber line 
Where a good fire was buill. The parly 
revurned on Saturday morning to the 
camp in Robson Pass, to find that their 
guide had unknowingly .chosen the 
same route as Kain had done én 1941. 

White Horn is one of the sporting 
climbs of the district, 

Geological History of Mount.

Alpine club on Saturday night Dr. 
Waleott of the Smithsonian Institute, 
and honorary member of tne club, nar- 
rated the geological history of Mount 
Ponsen, conquered the day before by 
three members of the vluh, Dr. Wal- 
cott pald a warm tribute to Mr. 
Wheeler's topographical genius, de- 
claring lis map, the work of one short 
expedition, to be marked by a marked 
av ‘uraoy of detail.

and west for a hundred miles or more. 

The traverse and descent of Robson 
was an achievement that added con- 
siderably to IKain's reputation. He had 
cut 600 steps in the ice and nearly 
1,000 in hard snow, and had maiatamea 
his courage after repeated disappoint- 
ments in negoliating chimneys and 
ledges on the way down. They had 
slept withotit blankets on an exposed 
eight foot ledge at 9,000 feet altitude. 
They had gone eight hours without

MEDICAL MEN ACCUSED 
OF PLANNING INSANITY 


Mrs, Pankhurst Tells of Being 
Visited by an Alienist— 
Other Testimony Given by 
Women. 


London, Aug. 6—'he largest medi- 
eal congress the world his ever known 
was opened here today, The dele- 
giles numbered over 8,000 drawn from 
every civilized country, 

When Prince Arthur of Connaught 
extended welcome on behalf of King 
George the Albert hall presented a re- 
markable sight. Robes, representing ev- 
ery medical distinction, were in evi- 
\enee, A large body representing for- 
eign governments attended in full unl- 
form. 

Prince Arthur reminded the gather- 
ing that Canada, Australla, New Zea- 
land, South Africa and Indla were re- 
presented on the various committees 
and that {t was really the empire and 
not merely the United Kinngdiom which 
welcomed ‘them and thereby forged 
another Hnk dn the imperial chain, 

Sir Edward Grey, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, extended a welcome 
to the foreign delegates, Sir Thomas 
Barlow. afterwards delivering the pre- 
sidential address. , 

The credentials of every person in 
the audience were rigorously scrultniz- 
ed before entry could be “obtained to 
tho hall. hls precaution was taken 
to keep out suffragettes, several of 
whom attempted to enter. 

A large force of poltoe guarded the 
building, while women carrying Dill 
boards bearing the words ‘What do 
doctors think. of women torture," 
paraded outside, 

Tiireat of Suffragettes. 

London, Aug. 6—It 1s probable that 
the suffragettes ,vill storm the inter- 
national congress of medicine when it 
opens today, as militant women say 
thelr treatment by doctors while in 
English prisons should be exposed to 
the world. 

Yesterday Mrs, Mansell, who pre- 
sided at a big meeting, said that a 
prison doctor had {old Miss Richardson, 
now out on Heense: :

Pankhurst, although her Hoense ex- 
pired Thursday last. She svas allowed 
to pass in at the front door of the 
pavilion unmolested, and afterward do- 
manded from where she sat in a wheel 
chair on the platform: 

“Why have I not been taken by the 
police? I hopa I am right in saying 
that dt ia because the government in- 
tends to abandon coersive legislation 
against-women. When I saw no po- 
liee I asked myself if they were try- 
Ing to arrest Sir Edward Carson, and

rebels.”

The ‘Pari-Mutuels" are in reality 
automatic cash registers, where the 
names of horses and the amounts wag- 
ered on each are registered. The ma- 
chine also shows the grand total of all 
belts made on that machine. Hence 
at any time during the betting, any 
racegoer can see exactly what amounts 
are being wagered on each horse for 
first, second or third places, and the 
crand total of all bets on all the 
horses in each race. 

When a bet is registered on a ma- 
chine, a ticket is given the better: to 
correspond with- the number on the 
machine. There will be no two num- 
vers alike during the whole meet. Ten 
cashiers will be in. attendance to cash 
these tickets as they are presented al 
the cluse of each race or heat. Y 

According to Mr, Spencer, the par.- 
mutuel machines have already become 
very popular in the west, all race 
patrons who have used them stating 
that they far surpass the old system. 
In proof of his assertion, Mr. Spencer 
stated that at the Calaary exhibition 
this year the betting on the last day’s 
racing was exactly 90 per cent. great- 
er than It was on the first day's events.
